Americans jire coining to Europe thia 
year than ever before. The proprietors of 
the principal hotels in London are rejoic- 
ing over the fact that they have received 
more applications for apartments dur- 
ing tho season from all parts of the 
United States than nt so early a date in 
any previous year.

Er>. JOCTRSAX,:—Let me ask, "When 


'doctors'disagree, what then?" lam 
led to ask this question since reading in 
your paper the controversy on finance 
between Doctors Hogan and Fulton.

But as you, Mr. Editor, have more 


ime and opportunity for investigation 
than I, it is hoped you will look after 
this little joker and see if Congress 
was " off its nut," as it were, when it 
passed the law for the coinage of silver. 
A correct solution of this controversy, 
no doubt, will supply a long felt u<ant. 
For instance, the act of Congress pro- 
vides that 412 '-3 grains of standard sil- 
ver, 
when properly stamped by a 


United States Mint, containing certain 
devices, together with the words "One 
Dollar" shall be a Dollar. Now, I ask 
you if it is not a DOLLAR, then, under

SETH TAYtOR SHOT 


Seriously Wounded by Foot Pads While 


Going HOIJJC Last Night. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock last night 


Seth Taylor, while on his way home 
from work, was shot by an unknown 
person. 


Mr. Taylor is the proprietor of a 


barber shop, and after closing business 
for the night, which was later than 
usual, it being Saturday, he started for 
his home in 
Powning's 
Addition. 


After he had 
left 
the Episcopal 


Church he noticed two men following 
him. He continued on, however, and 
when be had gone about two blocks 
further the men behind him quickened 
their pace and were rapidly overtaking 
him. 
When they were within about 


six 
feet 
of 
him 
he 
wheeled 


about to face them, at the same 
time pulling his pistol from his pocket. 
As he wheeled, and before he had time 
to use the weapon, one of the pursuers 
fired and bit him. Mr. Taylor fell to 
the ground after the first shot, but still 
had his pistol in his grasp. He fired 
two shots at the would-be murderers, 
who in turn fired two more at him 
while he was prostrate on the ground, 
running as they did so, one going, 
west through the Addition, the direc- 
tion taken by the other man Mr. Taylor 
did not notice. 


After the first shot Mr. Taylor cried 


for help and some Italians who live in 
the 
neighborhood 
went 
to 
his 


assistance. 
He 
was 
removed 
to 


the residence of his sister Mrs. M. S. 
Wheeler, where he had been stopping 
since the death of that lady's husband. 


Drs. Phillips and Lewis were sum- 


moned and found a bad wound in the 
the left leg just below the hip. The 
bone was shattered, and the doctors 
gave it as their opinion that, should 
Mr. Taylor be fortunate enough to re- 
recover, ha would be a cripple for life. 


The motive for the attempted mur- 


der is not known, but it is surmised 
that robbery was Ihe intent. Not a 
word was exchanged between Mr. Tay- 
lor and the footpads, and whether 
either of the latter was hit by Seth's 
bullets is not known. 


He did not identify them, but says 


they were men of about his size and 
build and wore dark elothes. The of- 
ficers are on the alert, but up to a late 
hour this morning had no clue of the 
assassins.

has been epidemic in western Rutsia, 
but as we have had reports of the .--.ub- 
sidenco of its ravages during the win- 
ter months there was hope that there 
might not l>o a recnrrence this spring of 
the nnhappy experiences of that sc;:sou 
in 1893 ami IS03. 
We regret that the 


dispatches at hand are unfavorable. 
Thero have i.cen violent outbreaks of 
the disease during the past week :it a 
number of the populouj tenters of the 
\veeixrn provinces, one of the most vio- 
lent or them as far wvst as the city of 
W.usaw. anil from that place both Ger- 
many und Austria are again directly 
menaced. 


Thero ia reason, therefore, to fear 


that Kyvr York will have to bs on the 
guard for yet another year, and that 
there will be need for the utmost vigi- 
lance on the pnrt of the officers of our 
quarantine norvice. 
We do not doubt 


the anility of these officers to maintain 
tho sai'ety of the city. 


It is to be hoped that the European 


governments represented in the interna- 
tional sanitary commission which has 
held a conference in Paris will provide 
for the prompt execution of those de- 
fensive measures -which have met with 
the approval of the delegates. This au- 
thoritative commission was organized 
for the express purpose of preparing an 
anticholera programme acceptable to the 
leading poweis of tho world, and it will 
he a public thaiuo if tho recommenda- 
tions il IK: i uiado tin-" j. ar .shall bo npg- 
IccLed, u j \,'< r<< thoao uuiclo ut i Is session 
cf lust yr*?i.~:,-;v' Y. rk r!,iu.
